Aka, except its utmoſt North Coaſts, all the Iſles both of the 
Indian and Eaſtern Seas; and molt of thoſe icattered here and 
there in the Pacific Ocean, it will be viſible: For at the Time 
of greateſt Darkneſs, the Moon is Vertical to New Holland; 
in 20 d. 18 m. Lat. 118 d. 1-1 m. Eaſt from London. 

The fourth is of the Sun on Tue/day the 24th of Zuly, viſible 
to us if the Air prove clear, This Eclipſe is no where total, 
but in the North Part of the Earth the Sun Will appear ſome- 
what more than 11 Digits eclipſed: About 4 d. 8 m beyond 
the Pole, wiz. in Lat. 85 d. 52 m. North, 131d. 16 m. Eaſt 
from London, the Inhabitants (if any ſuch there be) will behold 
a beautiful annular Ecliple in the Meridian; the Breadth of 
the Annulus being about half a Digit. 

With us the Time and Manner of its Appearance may be 
expected nearly to correſpond with the Account following.

holders that notable Star called Aldebaron, vulgarly the Byl!'s 
South Eye; at every Appulſe to that Star: Of theſe Appulſes 
two will be viſible to us if the Air prove favourable, 

The firſt of theſe Occultations happens 7 aruary the gth, 
about 1 in the Morning. 

The ſecond happens Zuly the 19th, about 2 in the Mor. 
ing. There happens another Occulcation of this Star A481 
the 15th, about our 10 in the Morning, conſequently invitbl 
to us ; this is the laſt Occultation of Aldebaron by the Moon 
which can be ſeen in any Part of our Globe before the Year 
175 55 But ſhe makes ſeveral near Appulſes thereto during 
this Year ; three of them viſible in our Hemiſphere.

June the gth, about 8 in the Morning, there happens 2 
beautiful Conjunction of Jupiter and Venus, their Difference 
of Latitude being no more than 57 m. this Tranſit is worthy 
the Notice of the Curious; for tho' it is in the Day-time, i 
may be diſcover'd with a tolerable good "Teleſcope of no more 
than four or five Feet in Length, if the Air be clear; for it 
no bard Matter to diſcover Venus even with the naked Eye, 
moſt Part of the Forenoon, either in this, or the two precede- 
ing Months; eſpecially by ſuch as look frequently tor her 
when accompanied by the Moon, as ſhe will be March 24, 
April 23, May 22 and 23; in all which Tranſits ſhe paſleth a 
little to the South ſrom Venus.

1 H E Spring-Quarter begins this Year on Friday March the 
gth, 57 m. paſt 12 at Night (or more properly Saturday 
the roth, 3 m. before 1 in the Morning, according to * an 
Computation) when the Sun, according to Appearance, touches 
the firſt Point of the Equinoctial Sign Aries, riſing due Eaſt 
and ſetting due Weſt, thereby diſpenſing an equal Portion both 
of Day and Night throughout the whole Earth ; that Variation 
excepted, which ariſes from the Refraction of our Atmoſphere, 
which in all Places gives the Day the Advantage, which A4- 
vantage even where leaſt of all, wiz. about the Equator, a- 
mounts to about 4m. and a half, and with us near twice that 
Quantity, viz. 7 and a half, which in greater Latitudes is ſtill 
more conſiderable ; but its preciſe Quantity is difficult (not to 
ſay impoſſible) to be diſcovered, inaſmuch as that Refraction 
on which this Variation depends is itſelf variable in any La- 
titude, according to the various Diſpoſitions of the Atmoſ- 
phere as to Denſity or Rarefaction. 

The Portends of this ingreſſional Figure are of a fiery and 
turbulent Nature, threatning Mankind with Devaſtations, 
Wars, Rapines and Rebellion ; but on the other hand, the 
Moon's Eclipſe in Fanuary laſt promiſeth Health, Wealth, 
Honour, Eaſe and Tranquillity ; and in a few Words, all 
Manner of Good ; which compared with the uncommon har- 
monious Salutations poured in upon the angry Gods, from 
every Quarter, betwixt March the zoth and April the 21ſt, 
gives ground to hope, that tho' theſe Occurrences are of a 
violent Nature, they will be of no long Continuance, but 
contrary to all Expectation terminate in a happy Calm. 

The Summer-Quarter begins at ſuch time as Sol with his 
hery Steeds enters the Gates of theTropical Sign Cancer, there- 
by obtaining his utmoſt Height, when drawing his Rein they

The Autumnal- Quarter begins this Year September the 12th, 
1 h. 38 m. paſt Noon; at which Time 26 Degrees of Libr 
culminate, and 21 of Sagitary aſcend: In this Celeſtial 
Scheme we find the Lord of the Aſcendant and the Mon 
both in the 6th Houſe, beholding Mars, the Sun and Mercy- 
ry, with a Trine Aſpect, all free from the evil Aſpect of Sa. 
turn, and well placed, wiz. in the gth Houſe in Libra; in a 
word, this is a very pacifick Satellitium, promiſing Happines 
and great 'I ranguillity to all Ranks of Mankind ; from this 
Scheme we may alio rationally hope for a Mitigation of ihe 
Maladies threatned in the Summer- Quarter, and in all Pro- 
bability we ſhall have the Happineſs to enjoy a healthful Au- 
umn, 

The Winter-Quarter takes its Beginning this Year Decen- 
ber the 11th, 58 m. paſt 4 in the Morning : At which Time 
21 Degrees of Scorpio poſſeſs the Horoſcope, and 13 Degree 
of Virgo are culminant upon the Medium Celi. In the Ce 
jeſtial Figure we behold Jupiter in the 7th Houſe, applying

in a Diſcourſe upon the Paſchal Solemnity publiſhed in 
my Almanack for the Year 1736, I inſerted the Canons eſta- 
blihed by the Council of Nice; by the firit of which it ap- 
pears, that the Intent of thole Fathers were to make it a 
{anding Rule perpetually to obſerve that folemn Feaſt by us 
called Eafter, on the firſt Sunday after the Few Paſſover and 
not upon the Paſſover itſelf; now the Feb Cuſtom was al- 
ways to obſerve their Paſſover upon that Full Moon which 
rext ſucceeded the Vernal Equinox, which thoſe Fathers very 
well knew: Conſequently, tho' they erroneouſly fix'd the Equi- 
nox on the 21ſt of March, perceiving it in that Age to fall 
thereon, it's very plain, that had they been aware ot its dero- 
eating from that Day, they would have taken care as much 
as in them lay to have made ſome Compenſation for it. 

I alſo in that Diſcourſe hinted at ſuch a Compenſation, toge- 
ther with ſuch Paſchal Tables as would in al! Probability point 
out the true Time for celebrating our Eaſter to the End of I ime; 
but Matters of more immediate Concern have hitherto fruſtra- 
ted the proſecuting of that Deſign : But to make ſome Amends 
for my Delay (as our Eafter, and of conſequence all our move-
